Public 







School Principals, Home and School Club 

Present Need. Board Of Health Will Report 



The view that the town of 
Newmarket would benefit to 
a great extent if it had the ser- 
vices of a public health nurse 
was brought to the attention of 
the town's legislators last Thurs- 
day evening when a delegation 

Of eight, representing the Home 

and School Association, the 
separate, public and high schools 
appeared before the council. 

"We want a public health 
nurse in Newmarket/' stated 
Mrs. Harry Bell, spokesman for 
the representation. "We have 
contacted every service club in 
Newmarket. All arc supporting 

the request." 

"In my opinion, I think it is 
generally not appreciated the 
extent to which the time lost 
through illness affects our public 
and separate schools," comment- 
ed H. A. Jackson, principal of 
the public schools. "These 
figures arc simply staggering. 
They have been repeated over a 
number of years." 

To back up his statement Mr 
Jackson stated that from Sep- 
tember, 1940, to June, 1041 <ten 
months of school), 5,981 school 
days had been lost through 
illness alone in the public 
schools, where there is an enrol- 
ment of 514 pupils. This repre- 
sents approximately 30 school 
years, a school year being com- 
posed of 200 days. From 
September, 1041, to the end of 
April of this year, he stated that 
already 5,033 school days 'have 
been lost through illness. Foi 
the same period, (September, 
J041, to April, 1942) 901 school 
days were lost at St. John's 
separate school, where there is 
an enrolment of 03 pupils. 

'litis makes a total of 5,934 
school days lost at the four ele- 
mentary schools," Mr. Jackson 



went on to say. "This repre- 
sents a -considerable loss in 
school grants. Grants are based 
on average attendance. School 

boards receive $1 per pupil on 

average attendance." 

"How much has been lost 
through other causes?" asked 
Councillor Frank Bowser. 

"In the period, 1940-1941, 
there was a total loss of 7,550 
days from all causes," replied 
Mr. Jackson. "Approximately 
80 percent of this v/as due to 

illness." 

"That means that each pupil 
lost an average of from 10 to 12 
days," commented N. L. Math- 
ews. K.C., clerk and solicitor. 

"What would be .the loss in 
grant?" questioned Councillor 
Arleigh Armstrong. "It would 
be the difference between the 
perfect attendance and the aver- 
age attendance," replied Mr. 
Jackson. 

"If, for instance, there were 
515 pupils enrolled and 470 at- 
tended, the loss would he about 
$45," he was asked. "Yes, about 
that," agreed Mr. Jackson. 

During the period from Janu- 
ary to April, J. B. Bastcdo. 
principal of Newmarket high 
school, stated that, similar to the 
public schools, the amount of 
time lost through illness was 
about 80 percent. 

"During this period 1,447 days 
were lost due to sickness," he 
said. 

"What is that in grants? 
queried Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales. 

"Ours is based on average 
attendance per student per day," 
replied Mr. Bastedo. 

"This year, beginning next 

term, there is going to be a

Express View That Move 

Should Not Be Made 

At Present Time 

PLAN SUB MITTED 

Plans for a one-story brick 
building to replace the old land- 
mark at the top of Main St hill 
were submitted for considera- 
tion to /the town legislators at 

their meeting last Thursday 

evening in the council chambers. 

"It's a solution, whether It's 

the solution you want or not," 

stated Councillor Arthur Evans. 
"I'm all in sympathy," inter- 
rupted Councillor A. V. Higgin- 

son. "But whether we should 
try to do it now or not I don't 
know. As chairman of the pro- 
perty committee I hadn't been 
consulted." 

"If in three years time there is 
a Hydro Commission we would 
probably need a separate build- 
ing," continued Mr. Evans. 

"What would be the cost of 
this building?" questioned May- 
or Dr. L. W. Dales. 

"It would be $9,500, including 
$500 for equipment,"- replied Mr. 
Evans. * 

"There is doubt in my mind," 
stated Dr. Dales. "I was told 
the other day that in a year or 
two one of our large industries 
would be rather flat. I can't 
see with several years of war 
ahead of us that we should 
undertake this. It's something 
to look forward to. I l d like to 
sec the whole corner torn out. 
I hesitate to gel too interested 
in it now. I know the condi- 
tions you work under, Mr. 
Mathews. I still think perhaps 
it is just a little bit beyond us 
now, but when it's done I would 
like to see the whole corner 
done. I like to be progressive." 

"I don't think that we should 
undertake this now," Reeve Fred 
Lundy said. "Every dollar, as 
the medical health officer said a 
while ago, should be devoted to 
war. I have had visions for a 
good many years of a municipal 
building with a central heating 
plant." 

"In the county council you 
talk in favor of the need for on 
extension of the registry office," 
Deputy-Reeve Joseph Vale told 
Mr. Lundy. "But here, because 
you meet a little criticism on the 

street, you are against it. The 

Office Specialty finds it is a good 
business investment to extend 

their plant. 1 think we are loos- 
ing money because we are not 
conducting our business proper- 
ly." 

"It Is just as logical to say that 
we shouldn't spend on insurance, 
on roads or consider n public 
health nurse," stated N. L. 
Mathews, town clerk and solici- 
tor. "That building Is the worst 
risk we have. It's a fire hazard. 
If we had n fire we might lose 
valuable records and a lot of 
money." 

Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales ex- 
pressed his pleasure that some 
consideration is being given to 
the clerk's office and stated that 
the plans already submitted, to* 
gether with any submitted in 
future, would be held for future 
reference.

Tlie quantities being collected are 
tremendous, but not sufficient to 
meet requirements. 

"Metal, paper, rubber, rags, 
hones and fats are nil badly needed. 
Make an effort to have all salvage 
materials ready for the next col- 
lection on May 30."

At the same time they 
believe that by bringing about the amalgamation of the two news- 
paper* they will effect an economy which will bo In keeping with 
tho times, and will make some slight contribution to thu war 
effort. 

Thu largest shareholders in tho now Company will bo Honor- 
able W. P. Mulock, who will not, huwovor, bo a Director, ami Mr, 
Andrew O. 1 1 ebb, The stock will bo so arranged that no shore- 
holder will hold a controlling Interest and thus tho paper will be 
free to mulntuin an Independent character, Tho present publisher 
of the Era will become the Publisher and Editor of tho Newmarket 
Era und Express and will have complete freedom In carrying on 
an independent newspaper with tho' help and advice of tho readers 
of both tho former newspapers. 

Mr. West has expressed his desire to retire from tho Hold and 
gives his blessing to tho new enterprise. Tho other parties to tho 
transaction take this occasion to call to the attention of tho public 
tho many years of sterling service which Mr, West has rendered 
tho public as editor und publisher of tho Express-Herald and the 
influence which ho has had on tho affairs of tho Town of Now* 
market and district, 

Plans aro being mado to take cara of tho interests of all em- 
ployees of tho two nowspapors. 

Tho new arrangement has been dictated by Increasing diffi- 
culty in operating two newspapers in tho Town, and by tho deslro 
to give Town and district a bolter newspaper than either alono 
could provide. It does not represent a deslro to sccuro a monopoly, 
und in tho printing field, whuro there Is no appreciable wasto or 
duplication of effort, tho intention la that there should bo 

competition as usual, ft is expected that tho printing buHiuess now 

carried on by tho Express«tJcruld will bo carried on In lis present 
locution independently of Die new amalgamated newspaper 
business, 

It Is hoped that It will bo possible to effect the actual 
amalgamation of the two newspapers within a few weeks,

Mr. Dixon explained that the 
monies received in the past 
from various sources had been 
used to furnish and equip the 
canteen and recreation rooms. 
He said thut the canteen was 
handled gratis by various ladles 
of the town. 

"Recently one of the inspect- 
ors visited the club and said that 
it was one of tho best operated 
soldier clubs he had visited" 

stated Mr. Dixon. 

The council passed a motion lo 
pay the sum of $25 for one 
month's rent of the club rooms. 

The council also passed n by- 
law dealing with traffic in 
Newmarket. 'Hie new by-law is 
a consolidation of all other town 
traffic by-laws and Includes 
certain parking restrictions in 
the vicinity of the military camp.

Believes British Are Best 

Prepared Vs. Gas Warfare 



Expert Addresses Lions 
Club On Chemical 
Warfare • 

"If the people expect gas, and 
know what to do— if there is no 
element of surprise, gas is not 
worth the effort;* declared Syd- 
ney Hermant, Toronto business 
man and instructor of chemical 
warfare at the Canadian Officers 1 

Training Corps In Toronto, in an 
address to the Lions club on 
Monday evening at the King 
George hotel. His subject was 
'Chemical Warfare." Mr. Her- 
mant was introduced by C, G. 
Wainmnn. 

"Gas is not used primarily to 

kill, but to harass and deter and 
make the enemy inefficient, and 
it is next used to deter the 
enemy" ho stated. l 'Gos ns a 
weapon was developed In the 
last war, but it is really as old 
as history. The Chinese used 
stink bombs to drive enemies 
out of hiding. 

•'Germany violated fit * I9t5 
the Hague convention of 1007. 
The Italians violated an antt- 
gas convention when they used 
chlorine gas against the Ethiopi- 
ans in 1033. When the Germans 
used gas in the last war, the 
British were unprepared. In 
this war they spend a day a 
week and an hour a day In anti- 
gas training." 

Mr. Hermant named the 
various kinds of gases. . 

"No.se gases are used to affect 
morale and they make you feel 
even worse when you get a gas 
mask on, giving you a desire for 
fresh air," he said. "Inexpert* 
enced troops would fhrow off 
their masks and then would be 
hit by another gas. 

"Every well trained soldier or 
citizen has a complete protec- 
tion against every kind of gas. 
The object of the enemy Is not 
to kill but to get what he wants. 
Killing Is Just incidental when 
he meets with opposition. Gas, 
when used in the right way at 
the right tlmo is more humane, 
because it forces the enemy to 
vacato the position. 

"Tho British ore the best pre- 
pared anti-gas people in tho 
world, just as they arc the best 
A.H.P. pcopto in the world. 
Thoy aro good because they 
have to bo good. 

"When ovorybody was joining 
pacifist organizations I was a 
proud member myself," ho said 
at one point, "Being a univer- 
sity student I couldn't help being 
a pacifist and a socialist."

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HELP OF THE HELPLESS 

(Contributed) 

The' greatest tribute ever paid to a mortal 
being and the highest attribute heaven affords 
Is that one should be acclaimed a helper of the 
helpless. At the early age of five Florence 
Nightingale was found completely absorbed in 

the joy of playing nurse to injured toy animate 
and bandaging broken dolls. Her first living 
patient was "man's best friend/' a dog; so from 
tending and mending inanimate toys, then dumb 
animals, this earthly angel learned to serve 
humans in their distress — a helper of the help- 
less. Almost singlebandcd she introduced to 
and organized for a wounded world a hospital 
service that the angels might well desire to 
look into and have indeed smiled upon. No 
woman in all the world has ever equalled her 
work for the aJlevidion of suffering and 
distress. There is no record of so great a service 
to humanity oh that which Florence Nightingale 
started and for so many years sustained by 
sheer courage and sincere sympathy. She 
sounded the trumpet-call to duty for human 
beings in distress. Wherever sickness or suffer- 
ing could be found, at home, or abroad her 
individual sympathy and support always reached. 

During ancient wars and even more modern 
wars up to and including the time when 
Florence Nightingale originated real hospital 
Service, the wounded, sick or dying soldier 
received little or no attention or treatment, and 
frequently was left on the battlefield to die 
alone. In the battle of Balaklava the hospital 
death rate was 42 percent, but when Florence 
Nightingale and her devoted staff of co-operators 
got this service well organized the death rate 
was reduced to less than five percent. 

The wonderful women who are now helping 
the helpless in every war hospital, at the 
dressing-stations on every battlefront of the 
world, at every outpost of civilization when* 
humans suffer, are sisters of mercy who 
have bound themselves in personal dedication 
in their chosen career by the Florence Nightin- 
gale pledge, "I solemnly pledge myself before 
God and in the presence of this assembly to 
pais my life in purity and to practise my 
profession faithfully. I will abstain from what- 
ever is deleterious and mischievous, and will 
not take or knowingly administer any harmful 
drug. J will do all in my power to maintain 
and elevate the standard of my profession, and 
will hold in confidence all personal matters 
committed to my keeping and all family 
affairs coming to my knowledge in the practice 
of my calling. With loyalty will I endeavor 
to aid the physician in his work, and devote 
myself to the welfare of those committed to my 
care," 

The ISttlc disk bearing a red cross worn on 
the breust of every Red Cross nurse, painted on 
every Kcd Cross ambulance and stamped on the 
flag over every Red Cross hospital under the 
sun, is a memorial to the two famous women 
who founded the Red Cross •Society— Florence 
Nightingale and Lady Hamilton, whose sole aim 
in life was to help the helpless. 

Since the outbreak of war the Canadian Red 
Cross Society has spent more than $107100,000 
on its work of alleviation. Maclean's Magazine 
furnishes the following figures. Overseas, it 
has built, furnished, fully equipped and turned 
over to Canada's department of defence a OOD-bed 
hxwipitul in England. Sent nearly 9,000,000 
Articles, supplies and comforts to the forces, 
military hospitals and civilians; and 5,000,000 
.surgical dressings. Sent 232 ambulances, 14 vans, 
30 mobile kitchen units for feeding fire fighters 
in bombed areas. Contributed $215,000 to 
British war relief plus large quantities of 
.materials and supplies; made grants to welfare 
organizations curing for British merchant sea- 
men; provided 3110,000 articles of clothing for 
men of the navy and merchant ships; 

In Canada the Red' Cross has opened volunteer 
blood donor clinics-— 1,000 donations a week 
processed into serum to be used for transfusion 
purposes by the forces and civilians In Britain, 
Organized the Canadian Red Cross Corps— 2.500 
uniformed* volunteer, trained women to work 
in 45 cities. Added to these are many other 
services freely given to the helpless. 

Nine million dollars is the sum required to 
finance this humanitarian enterprise for this 
year. Owing to Its international status the Red 
Cross is required to finance its work by 
voluntary subscriptions. The Red Cross Society 
Is international. Its position rests upon the 
Conventions of Geneva, ratified by nets of 
parliament. Those require the society to be 



supported by voluntary subscriptions, and it is 
only by maintaining such support that the Cana- 
dian Red Cross Society can command the rights, 
privileges and immunities guaranteed under 
international law. No belligerent government 
may finance the Canadian Red Cross Society; to 
do so would be to destroy the international 
status of the society and even wipe out its 
immunity under fire. 

It is only through the Canadian Red Cross 
Society that any Canadian can do anything for 
a Canadian, British, Australian or New Zealand 
prisoner of war. A steady stream of food parcels 
to British prisoners-of-war in the far east calls 
for $3,550,000 of the $9,000,000 to be raised. 

In no country. >n no clime, in no national or 
international history can there be found an 
organization more responsible for the alleviation 
of suffering, the saving and prolonging of more 
lives and the helping of the helpless than the 
Red Cross, pioneered by one of the world's 
greatest women, who gave to humanity her very 
best. The unconscious mind is often more 
conscious than would appear, for some of the 
deepest emotions carry men beyond the realm 
of expressed appreciation and surprisingly come 
to their support in the crisis. 

Before and after the action of the great 
battles in the World War the troops convoked 
to hear a message or take part in a "sing-song." 
When invited to name a song they would like 
to sing there were about five favorite songs 
called for— "Lead, Kindly Light/' "Jesus, Lover 
of My Soul," "Nearer My God to Thee," "O God 
Our Help." and "Abide With Me." (Ragtime and 
jazz didn't have a look-in.) In that zone where 

nothing is done save under the mantle of death, 
men want something more than a broken reed 
to lean upon. These great compositions of the 
masters surprisingly came to their support in the 
crisis and none more often than the words of 
Henry Francis Lyte — 

"I fear no foe, with Thee at hand to bless; 

Ills have no weight, and tears no bitterness. 

When other helpers fail and comforts flee, 

Help of the helpless, O abide with me." 



THE GATHERING STORM 

Newspapers are saying that parliament and 
the government must obey the will of the 
majority as expressed at the polls and enact 
overseas conscription. Those who voted "Yes" 
did not necessarily vote for conscription, al- 
though the Gallup poll indicates that a high 
percentage of the Yes voters and even some of 
the No voters do favor conscription. The 
government's position was that overseas con- 
scription might or might not, in its opinion, 
become necessary, and that it asked not a vole 
for or against conscription but a vote to give 
parliament and the government the freedom to 
make the decision. Mr. King himself said that 
conscription might not be necessary for a year 
or might not be necessary at all. Mr. King said, 
and many newspapers said, that it was not a 
question to be answered by the public. It is 
illogical for any of the same newspapers to say 
now either that the people expressed themselves 
in favor of conscription or that the government 
should proceed to carry out the wishes of the 
people. 



SERVING THE SOLDIERS 

Every town is looking for a way or ways in 
which it can show its appreciation of what the 
men and women in uniform are doing and are 
preparing thcmsclycs to do. Newmarket's 
Soldier-Citizen club is an outstanding example. 
The town council and a number of women's 
groups are co-operating to provide a downtown 
rest morn for the boys at the military camp. 
The women are voluntarily serving in the club 
rooms seven days a week, and are meeting with 
an appreciative response from the soldiers. The 
revenue from sandwiches and refreshments is 
not sufficient to meet operating expenses. The 
town council Is paying the rent and many citizens 
have contributed to the furnishing and mainten- 
ance of the club. 

The sister town of Aurora was a pioneer in 
providing blood donors for the Red Cross. 
Long before there was any general realization 
of the need for blood to be sent to the fighting 
fronts, the Aurora Red Cross was calling for and 
securing blood donor volunteers to go to Toronto 
periodically and give their blood, to be sent after 
processing at the Connaught Laboratories to 
various parts of the world. 

The town of Bowmanville, too, has seon an 
opportunity to serve and seized It. Bowman- 
vjlJe's fine contribution is a rest room where 
itinerant soldiers may stop and have a free lunch 
and a few hours recreation. On Sundays there 
have been 100 men on hand for a sing-song. 
The Bowmanville service clubs, women's organ!* 
aliens and veterans' organizations hove combined 
to finance this project. Hie rest room is open 
every afternoon and evening and, as in New- 
market, women arc on baud to look after the 
Winds of the boys. The hoys can also stay over- 
night and cook their own breakfasts in the 
morning. 

Word of the Bowmanville test room has 
spread among the Armed forces, and the colters 
are Increasing in numbers all the time. Aurora, 
too, is on a provincial highway, although only 
half as far from Toronto as Bowmanville, and 
could have a popular rest room. 'Hie number of 
soldiers travelling on Yonge St., to Borden and 
Newmarket camps, and to Toronto' military 
establishments, U so great, however, that nn 
Aurora rest room could not provide free lunches, 
It would have to operate on a small profit basis, 
as does the Newmarket club, and seek municipal 
and citizen financial support to make ends meet.

SIR WILLIAM VISITS GERMAN PRISONERS' CAMP 
TO SATISFY HIMSELF THEY ARE WELL TREATED 



Sir William Mulock's sense of 
justice did not leave him with 
his retirement from the position 
of chief justice of Ontario. 

Visiting The Kra a short time 
ago, Sir William mentioned a 
recent visit which he made to 
the German prisoners' camp at 
Bowmanville. Sir William is 
chairman of a Canadian com- 
mittee of the International 
Y.M.C.A. which supervises the 
treatment of enemy prisoners 
in Canada. 

After hearing a report about 
the good treatment of German 
prisoners from a Y.M.C.A. 
officer, Sir William asked: "Is 
that first-hand information from 
the German prisoners?" On 
being told that it had been 
collected from Canadian prison 
camp officials, Sir William 
said: "I wouldn't accept hcursny 
in i> court of Invv. We must bo 
certain that the German pris- 
oners are well treated. Other- 
wise, unfavorable reports reach- 
ing Germany might result in our 
Canadian prisoners in Germany 
being badly treated. I would 
like to visit one of these camps 
myself." 

So Sir William and other 
members of the committee went 
to Bowmanville, where the 
training Rchool has been turned

The first charge of violating the 
Farm Products Trade and Sales 
Act to be heard in Newmarket 
police court was before Magistrate 
W. E. McTlvccn on Tuesday morn- 
ing, when F. Morris, Aurora, 
pleaded guilty to "unlawfully pur- 
chasing ungraded eggs from pro- 
ducers and did fail to pay or settle 
for them on a graded basis as re- 
quired by the regulations."

COST OF LIVING BONUS 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has 
found that the cost of living index number 
for April 1, 1942, of 115.9 (adjusted index 
US] has not risen by one whole point or 
more over the index number for October 
1, 1941, of 115.5 (adjusted index 114.6]. 
Accordingly, the National War Labour 
Board, pursuant to the provisions of Sec- 
tion 12 of Order in Council P. C. 8253, 
determines and announces, for the period 
. May 15, 1942, to August 15, 1942, subject 
to the right of employers or employees to 
apply to a War Labour Board for authori- 
zation of payment of such an amount of 
cost of living bonus, as a Board may 
determine to be "fair and reasonable/ 1 
under the provisions of the Order, that:

On the witness stand Ziegler, a 
soldier, told his worship that he 
had been bringing the beer from 
Toronto to his home and had 
stopped at Mr. Wastyn's house 
In Aurora to let Mr. Waatyn out. 
Questioned by Crown Attorney N. 
U Mathews, K.C., as to what had 
become of the third case of beer,| 
the defendant stated that he had 
left it at "a friend's house before 
coming into Aurora. Cross-exam- 
ined by the crown, he admitted 
that this "friend's home" was in 
reality his own home. He also 
admitted *hat he had parked his 
car near the livery stable in Aur- 
ora. Questioned further by the 
crown, the accused admitted that 
the beer had been purhased by Mr. 
Wastyn. 

"Leaving everything else out, do 
you think this man (Mr. Wastyn) 
may buy beer on his permit and 
take It to your house?" Magistrate 
McIIveen asked the defendant. 
"It's against the law to 'take beer 
that he buys to your house."

Tells Of Capture Of 
Town In "Fake" Battle 



Miss Lottie Tansley, whose 
homo Is at Sharon, but who is 
now working in Toronto, has re- 
cently received interesting tet- 
ters from her friend, Miss Lil- 
lian Shoesmith, Harpenden, 
Herts., England, with whom she 
has corresponded for some years. 

Miss Shoesmith, who visited 
Canada and the Tansley home at 
Sharon, some years ago, writes 
entertainingly of her life in war- 
time England as follows: 

MI must first tell you of on 
exciting happening of the week 
before this. . f 

"We awoke on Tuesday to find 
ourselves in the midst of a big 
mock . warfare, and found that 
the town had been captured by 
the enemy and that they were 
in the Close. Indeed there was a 
captured lorry outside, and sup- 
posed Germans hiding behind 
various bushes and trees, with 
rifles all set. 

"All day long guns boomed, 
rifles cracked and planes dive- 
bombed overhead. Coming home 
from the ■ dinners, one flew so 

low over me that I felt like lying 
by the hedge. 

"By evening, the British and 

Canadians had brought up re- 
inforcements, and the enemy 

were surrounded, the town re- 
captured and many prisoners 
taken. Eighty spent the night in 
Elsie's school, and weren't the 
children happy with them next 
day. They were shown tommy 
guns, etc., and received gifts of 
broken goggles and the like. 
Elsie made tea for the officers, 
and I gave her some tea so that 
she could make for the men too. 
"The battle moved on, but all 
day there was gunfire, planes 
were about, and equipment pass- 
ing through. 

"By Thursday we were almost 
normal, and after tea Elsie and 
I took the dog and went for a

Walton, Aurora antiquarian and 
historian, asked The Era, exhib- 
iting a beautifully printed and 
preserved volume. 

"It was printed right here in 
The Era office in OH," Mr.

The title-page was ns follows: 
"Hymns of Praise, containing 
doctrine and prayer adapted lo 
the worship of God in Sharon. 
By David Willson. Tho deaf 
shall hour, the blind see, the 
lame walk, and praise the I*ord.' 
Newmarket C. W. Printed by 
G. S. Porter, New Era Office, 
1853." 

Mr. Walton had with him also 
an earlier volume prepared by 
David Willson: "Letters to the 
Jews, 1835." 'Hie lnttcr book 
was printed in Itoronto and had 
been bound by hand ot homo. 

"Sharon was a thriving centre 
in those days, with artisans of 
various kinds and u population 
of »00 souls,'' said Mr. Walton.

WHITCHURCH TOWNSHIP 

WHITCHURCH AGREES 
TO FIRE AREA UAH 



The possibility of forming a fire 
area In Whitchurch, to be serviced 
by the Aurora fire department, 
moved a step forward on Satur- 
day when Whitchurch council, in 
session at Vandorf, adopted a 
resolution introduced by Councillor 
Lome Evans, indicating that pro- 
gress made in committee was 
satisfactory to the council, and 
that Aurora be asked to submit the 
necessary by-law, which when 
scrutinized and found correct 
would he adopted in Whitchurch. 

It was pointed out by Mr. Evans 
that a committee of five would be 
formed, on which Whitchurch and 
King: townships would each have 
representation. The annual cost 
spread over the area affected 
would be small In comparison to 
the possible benefits, he thought 
This cost was estimated as leas 
than half a mill. Thus a fanner 
receiving protection with a $5,000 
assessment would pay only $250- 
Aurora agrees to purchase a new 
fire engine fully equipped with 
hose and other appliances to fight 
fires in the country area, the exact 
boundaries of which are not yet 
defined, hut would Include about 
half the township, and more than 
half the assessed value of the 
municipality would be represented. 

"I'm agreeable to making a bar- 
gain, provided a definite area is 
set out," said Reeve Earl Toole, 
who further expressed the fear 

that great dissatisfaction would 

follow If no protection were given, 
He thought a circular might be 
included with Ihe tax notices this 
fall, setting out the situation, so 
that those doing the paying would 
know just what they are getting 
for their individual payment, in- 
cluded annually on the tax bill. 

"For the sake of $2 or $3 a year, 
I don't think any farmer would 
want to be without the protection," 
said Councillor Logan, who noted 
that he was beyond or outside the 
area, but would be glad to be in- 
side. 

Councillor Baker and Dcputy- 
Kcevc Leary In turn expressed 
their willingness to enter Into such 
an agreement. 

The problem of the year as sug- 
gested by Reeve Toole is the dras- 
tic cut the department of highways 
H2.3 made on township roads, and 
before the annual tour of Inspec- 
tion Is made he thought it might 
be wise to interview the depart- 
ment engineer. 

"This Is their problem, and I do 
not propose that the department 
shove the blame for the failure to 
keep the loads up onto Ihe backs 
of this council," he declared. 

Clerk Crawford Informed the 
council thnt there' was only $6,000 
left to spend on roads this year of 
the amount budgeted for, and this 
meant cutting out dust layer or 
gravel. A general discussion 
showed the council in favor of put- 
ting on gravel in preference to 
dust layer, if one had to be omit- 
ted. 

"If this policy Is adopted, per- 
haps we had better notify the lake 
organizations," Mr. Toole said. A 
policy will be set down after con- 
sultation with Engineer Hlggins. 
Rood expenditures ordered paid at 
this meeting totalled $1,126. 

The department of education 
submitted Information and urged 
upon tho council the forming of a 
township school area In Whit- 
church, but no action was taken. 

A township school board, the 

article pointed out, la formed of 
five ratepayer* who would admin- 
ister all the school business in the 
township In lieu of trustees. They 
act without pay nnd aie elected 
for a two-year term, one going off 
each year. Advantages were said 
to be more uniformity in teachers, 
Itinerant teachers for music, house- 
hold science, agriculture and nurs- 
ing. Schools with very small en- 
rolment could bo closed until such 
times uh better enrolment could be 
ensured. So far 15 townships hn%*c 
adopted the township board sys- 
tem, Including some 53 sections.

"All of us hate war/but this is 

in reality a Holy War crusade," 
declared Dr. C. E. Silcox, well- 
known Toronto sociologist and 
wilier, in Aurora on Tuesday even- 
ing. Dr. Silcox was the guest 
speaker nt the Aurora Victory 
chorus concert given at Aurora 
United church. His subject was 
"The world for which we are fight- 
luu." 

'the capacity crowd wore highly 
appreciative of the finished per- 
formance of the chorus, which 
made Ha final appearance of the 
season. 

Elite MeCilntock. talented young 
cornetist of the Toronto Symphony 
orchestra, delighted tho crowd 
with four numbers. 

The chorus' prize-winning num- 
ber at the Peel festival, "Linden 
Lea," was delightfully rendered. 
Another high spot of the evening 
was their interpretation of Healy 
WMan's "The Trumpet Cull/' 

"War Involves much cruelty nnd 
suffering, but from the crucible of 
destruction something finer will 
develop," said Dr. Silcox, who was 
introduced -by Hev. Roy Micks, 
pastor of tho church. 

"Germany has been the dis- 
turber of peace In Europe for 100 
years." said Dr. Silcox. "She has 
a black record. We must end her 
lust for conquest, which has taken 
a heavy toll In that time. It 
would be a great calamity If Ger- 
many should collapse before she 
was well beaten. 

"The fall of Germany In tho last * 
war came too soon, before her 
people realized the horrors of 
A'nr," he said. "A world tired of 
fighting seized upon the first 
chance for pence and the loser not 
off, so far as her country was con- 
cerned, lighter than tho victors. 
Tho peace table nnd subsequent 
disunion among the Allies all made 
It easy for Germany to escape with 
relatively light punishment. 

"What are we fighting for?" ho 
asked. "Victory or death Is the 
answer. 

"This time wo are fighting more 
than war. wo are fighting In our 
own self-defence. Canada must 
fight In all parts of tho world to 
preserve u free world." 

Dr. Silcox defended the Imper- 



ialism of tho democracies and 

said that both Britain and the 
United States hud t»ken law and 
order ami democratic principles to 
their possessions. 

"There was never real order In 
India until the British occupation/* 
he declared. "We arc defending 
the western hemisphere and are 
seeking to preserve In the now 
world racial tolerance and the dem- 
ocratic way of life. What we ore 
really fighting for Is to defend our 
way of life, respect for human per- 
sonality, freedom of speech and 
freedom of religion. 

"Wo ore fighting, too, to restore 
to the occupied countries their 
freedom and way of lite." 

He foresaw a vastly changed 
world after the war. Vast com- 
bines and International lawlessness 
would have to be eradicated, he 
said, A new scnlo of living for the 
masses must be developed, ha 
thought. 

"A new International order must 
be based upon co-operation and 
mutual respect and trust*" said 
the speaker. "Co-operntion, broth- 
erhood and racial equality will 
have to bo evolved." Dr. Silcox 
urged his hearers to give full co- 
operation to Canada's war effort. 

"Jerusalem" and "Canada Dear 
Land of Mine" btought tbe pro- 
gram to a close. Seated In tho 
gullery the public school choir of 
over 60 voices blended beautifully 
with the 80-voice adult chorus in 
the final number. 

Following the concert a social 
hour was held by the members of 
the choir and their friends. The 
ladies of tbe Women's Association 
of the Aurora United church were, 
hostesses to tho chorus. 

President H. V. Smith called Con- 
ductor Illtyd Harris to tho plat- 
form and thanked him for his pat* 
lenco and generosity In giving up 
so much time. On behalf of the 
members of the choir Mrs. A. fit 
Kirkwood presented Mr. Harris 
with a purao of money. Tho pro- 
ceeds of the concert were divided 
bctwoon tho Aurora Red Cross nnd 
tho British War Victims' fund.

Wo have boon living like million- 
aires I have been from oho en d 
of Scotland to thu other ami of 
Knglnnd with faro nnd eats paid 
and living In tho best hotels at 
two of the most expensive Hummer 
rfmu-lH on the seaside hi KiiKlmid. 
Our room hero hns hot and cold 
water, throe beds, with balcony 
that overlooks tho sea (about Jo" 
yards from tho sea) and on tho 
eluhth floor, Our mouls havo boon 
rout Hood horo nt this spot. J hope 
they stay thnt way. KW a whllo 
w« wero Kottlnjr jmusutfos which 
wero nothing' more than horso meat 
and biend crumbs, which a person 
HoIh sick of after a whllo. I never 
viot full but yet I never fto hungry. 
In restaurants you havo no cholco 
of monts or big heavy meals, llko 
we have at homo, tint Instond wo 
havo pork pies, potatoes, fish, 
cheese and bonus on tonst, 

"A couple of days mm threo of 
US went up Into town and miinntferi 
to not a pint of milk nptoco. Wo 
were not allowed lo drink It llioro, 
to wo wont around tho corner and 
drank (t down under n bultdlnff 
that iind boon blown up. That was 
the first milk I hud soon ifneo I 
loft Canada and lasl night wo wont 



Into n restaurant nnd had n poaoh- 
ed offjr on toast. That was really 
lomolhlng, 

"Bill Hcott and Mel. Potoh and 1 
arc In this loom and wo aro only 
about as far ns you aro from 
Harrle front Franco, hut It hns 
been just as quiet here as It Is at 
home. We hnvo no work to do, nil 
wo do Is eat and walk nnd go to 
tho shaw. I havo seen "Hun Val- 
ley Horcnodo" "Married Bnoholor" 
and "Santa Ko Trail." I »ko going 
to shoWJ because thoy aro tho 
snmo pictures ns we have at homo 
and you can almost luinglno you 
aro at home. 

"I haven't teen able to got In 
touch with anybody yet bucauno 
I have boon all around tho coun* 
try. It Is n wholo lot hardor to 
travel o0 miles horo than at homo. 

"I expect to go an hovou days 
lonvo, starting Krldny, March 27. 
Wo don't know much about this 
country yet, thnt Is, where to go. 
Thorn are six of un going. Wo 
am going to got In touch with 
Iinily Francos Hydor nnd seo If she 
enn find someone who can put us 
up for a week. 

"Z will bo able to go to Rcotland 
on next lonvo and look up friends 
thoro when the weather gets nicer. 

"I told you hoforo that I was 
getting along O.K. hut novorthn- 
loss I do not like this country, on 
account of II lielng so cold and 
damp. I JiiHt wIhIi X could put It 
In this letter and lot you know 
about what things aro like In this 
country and got a lot off my chest* 
hut in any ease I am prowler than 
ovor that I oamo from Canada. 

"Now havo all tho fun that Is 
possible becauso when I so» what 
Is going on ovor horo, I llko to 
think that you havo thn host of 
everything ovor there and ore mak- 
ing tho most of It,"

Mr. Bastedo. "Wc would like 
it if the studenU could be 
checked up periodically by a 
school nurse or their own 
doctors. Weekly check-ups by 
a school nurse would catch 
communicable diseases in their 
early stages and prevent them 
from spreading throughout the 
classes/' 

Commenting on the need of a 
school nurse in the public 
school, Mr. Bastedo said that it 
must be very difficult to advance 
students in the elementary 
schools when there is so much 
time lost. 

"There was a time when I 
thought, perhaps, that a school 
nurse was a luxury," stated 
W. At. Cockburn, president of 
t".:s Lions club. "But I have 
lived in a municipality where 
they had one ond I know the 
benefits derived." Mr. Cock- 
burn explained that as he had 
not had time to call a meeting 
he was not officially represent- 
ing that organization. 

Mr. Cockburn contended that 
communicable diseases often 
caused the breadwinner of the 
family to lose valuable time 
from the factory. 

"Children are future citizens," 
he said. "If there is anything 
we can do to prevent bad eyes, 
affected hearing or bad hearts, 
through some affliction, we 
shouldn't pass it up." 

"We have at least half a 
million dollars invested in school 
buildings and excellent teachers 
who arc being highly educated 
and better trained every year," 
Dr. J. H. Wesley, medical health 
officer for Newmarket, stated. 

"It does my heart good to go 
anto the schools and sec the 
sympathetic motherly teachers," 
he said. "I feel that we owe a 
debt of gratitude to the public 
ond separate school teachers. 
I am heartily in favor of a 
health nurse in our town. There 
is* a great deal of work for her 
to do. I feel that the high 
school has not been getting a 
fair share of attention. I think 
that oil pupils of the high 
school should have tubercular 
skin tests. * 

"I agree that there is need of 
a school nurse, but I had hoped 
that in this dreadful war we 
could have stayed this matter off 
until it was over. With our 
teachers we have everything 
going at n high rate of perfec- 
tion. The question is, can we 
protect ourselves better by u 
health nurse or by devoting all 
our energies to winning the war? 
This health nurse is going to 
cost the town $2,001) a year. 
Would it not be better to put 
this $2,000 into war bonds?" 

"The department of health has 
asked the Home and School 
Association to sponsor this pro- 
gram," stated Mrs. Bell. "They 
have found that 44 percent of 
the recruits have defective 
health. That is why they are 
concerned about child health." 

"If we spend half a million 
dollars on education, should we 
not see that our children arc 
health y?" asked Councillor 
Arthur Evans. 

Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales thank- 
ed the delegation for their 
iippcnrnnce before the council. 

"1 don't * think you need to 
emphasize to this council the 
need for prophylactic care and 
I shall never criticize the cost 
of education," he said. "It's 
because of education that Cana- 
da, the United States and Great 
Britain are able to hold their 
own today* Education has given 
us our engineers, pilots nnd so 
forth. I've nn idea that it costs 
this little town of 4,000 people 
over $100,000, in loss of time at 
school, at the factories, hospitali- 
zation, etc. It costs more than 
to run the whole town, many 
times more than the costs of 
education. We have learned that 
in war more men die of disease 
than hy bullets, But we have 
changed that by Introducing nil 
health precautions into the 
army. One of the finest things 
in this town would he to have 
a community nurse." 

The matter was referred hy 
the council to the board of 
health, where a program is to 
he mapped out and a report 
made nt the next e o u n 1 1 
meeting.

C.C.F. Organizes, Flans 
North York Meetings 

The first of n series of public 
meetings to acquaint the resi- 
dents of North York with the 
principles and object* of the 
Coo p e r a I i v e C o m m o n • 
wealth Federation was held at 
the Klin church, Hownsview, on 
May 7. The audieuro. composed 
chiefly of farmers, was address- 
ed bv Price Brown, It. H. 1, 
Downsview, went speaker for 
the C.C.F. at the plebiscite meet- 
ing In Newmarket, and F. C. 
Mudill, of the provincial council 
of the organization. 

'"Hie C.C.F. is now the only 
political party which can pro- 
mote unity in Canada and repre- 
sent the demands of farmer and 
labor," Price Brown said. He

Perilous Voyage To Mur- 
mansk Made By 
U. S. Sh ips 

CAUGHT IN ICE. 

* 

The following interesting 
account of a trip made by an 
American ship to northern Russ- 
ian ports is taken from' the 
Sunday Pictorial, of London, 
England. Kenneth Wesley, son 
of Rev. and Mrs. T. M. Wesley, 
of Camborne, and a nephew of 
Dr. J. II. Wesley, Newmarket, 
was the wireless operator on this 
boat: 

This is the saga of a ship. It 
is a simple story of the men who 
sailed her through that continent 
of frozen wastes men call the 
Arctic. Few had ever been on 
the open sea before this war. 
Others caught their first glimpse 
of it Ihc night their ship slipped 
out of a North American harbor. 
Only Norwegian -born Captain J. 
S. Shcvib knew ice like a farnf- 
er knows his land. For years he 
has torn his way through the 

Barents Sea and the White Sea. 

He knew that he had to get 
his ship through ice fields where 
no ship had ever sailed before in 
December. He knew, too, that 
outside of the ice fields, enemy 
planes would be waiting for 
them. For them the Battle of 
the Arctic began when they 
ploughed their way into the 
Barents Sea. A 6 ft. 2 in. seaman 
from Montreal paced the deck 
of the ship, now safe in a British 
port, as he told the story. 

"It was night most of the time. 
In the short daylight hours, Nazi 
planes tried to hunt us out. But 
I guess the Soviets looked after 
them. There were just miles 
nnd miles of ice— and then more 
ice. The ship became a block of 
ice in a frozen sea. The ice 
closed in against the ship's sides 
like a living thing. Channels 
closed and the sea became a 
wilderness of snow and ice 
stretching into the northern 

night* 

Immobile they waited for the 
Soviet ice-breakers to smash 
new channels through for their 
ship and its precious cargo. Said 
the sailor: "The old ship did 
swell. You couldn't wish for a 
better one. She was just dandy. 
The only snag was — she was 
built for the tropics! She had 
lots of lovely gadgets for keep- 
ing her cool, fans, watercooler 
and ice boxes, but not much to 
keep her warm!" 

Meantime the docks at Arch- 
angel were being prepared *or 
them. Hundreds of dock work- 
ers—most of V.iCm women— were 
waiting to unload the weapons 
of victory and to rush them to 
the all decisive Moscow front. 
Days passed, but eventually the 
new channels were ready for 
them, and the Soviet ice-break- 
ers had done their job. Steadily 
the ship pushed on and at long 
last nosed her way into Arch- 
angel. As the vessel steamed 
into the white harbor the Russ- 
ian deck workers met it and 
soon had the precious cargo 
shipped onto waiting trains. 

But the fight with the ice was 
not won. Once more the ship 
set out.- lids time for Britain 
with an escort of ice-breakers. 
Then 40 miles from the const the 
convoy was Jammed in the lee 
again. They were there almost 
four weeks before being freed, 
Finollv the ice-battered ship 
limped Into u British port '11m 
bows and ship sides had been 
crushed by the ice. But she hod 
got throtighl 

And when Die full Mory of the 
Russian winter offensive Is told, 
Ihb men who *mt their ships 
through the frozen seas of the 
Arctic will live In history along 
with the heroes who have fought 
hack from Moscow. For today 
their tanks, phmes nnd guns aro 
headed for Smolensk. 

The following aro some re- 
marks on the trip supplied by 
Kenneth Wesley: 

"Archangel is like frontier 
towns, nl| wooden buildings; 
women do tho hard work. Wo 
spent Christmas day stuck In tho 
Ice; had a turkey dinner with all 
the trimmings, with a ball game 
on the leo and gorgeous northern 
lights for entertainment. After 
leaving Iceland we lost tho con- 
voy In a storm, and drifted 
around for two days, but caught 
up with It again off the Orkney 
Islands, whoro we made port for 
several tiny*, then on down tho 
east coast of Britain to London, 
whore the ship went into dry- 
dock for two weeks. 

"In all this tlmo wo never 
encountered an enemy U-boat or 
plane. Tho most nervc-wrnek- 
in« part of tho trip was near 
home. After leaving tho convoy 
off tho Canadian const, wo pro- 
ceeded to Now York alone. 
There was very heavy fog all the 
way and wo had to go slowly 
with tho running lights on for 
fear of collision with another 
vessol. Tho ship mode port 
safely aftor n voyngo of 15,000 
miles, fitt months." 

Kenneth Wesley strewed tho 
great need of rending material 
for iheso men nt sea and said 
tho n.ntfaxinea and books picked 
up nt New York nnd Halifax 
wero reatl and ro-rcad until 
almost in tattors.
